Playing to a capacity house, the 
Guignol theater opened last night 
for a week's run with "Death Takes 
a Holiday " This ambitious pro- 
duction marks the high spot of the 
season The play written by Al- 
berto Casella Is a charming phan- 
tasy based on the incarnation of 
Death as Prince Sirkl of Russia 
Frank Fowler, director-actor of the 
little theater, as Princ? 8irkl of 
Vitalba Alexandrl, does the most 
subtle piece of acting ever seen on 
the Ouignol stage. 

Mr. Fowler has been In many 
Ouignol productions and has el- 
ways given pleasing interpretations, 
but In "Death Takes a Holiday," 
he surpasses anything he has done 
before. He brings to the theater 
an air of professionalism, particu- 
larly noticeable In his dramatic en- 
trance In the first act. Mr Fowler 
is the only one In the cast who 
seems to take advantage of the op- 
portunity offered by the set ar- 
rangement which affords the actors 
an upstage center entrance. The 
dual role of Death and Prince Sir- 
kl is an exacting one and calls into 
play many voice inflections, over

Ruth Wehle brings to the part 
of Orazia. the eighteen year old 
daughter of the Princess de San 
Luca, a patrician beauty and an 
air of one who lives "in the sha- 
dowy places of the imagination." 
She. of all people in the cast, looks 
at Death as a friend and a lover 
rather than a formidable enemy, 
and It is her trusting faith In 
Death that convinces the audience 
that perhaps after all Death can 
be "infinitely more kind and more 
desirable than life." Miss Wehle's 
voice is softly modulated and car- 
ries with It a haunting quality of 
the spiritual. 

Dr. George K. Brady, a favorite 
with Guignol audiences, handles a 
very difficult role with dexterity. 
The robust Duke Lambert de Cato- 
llca stands fearlessly before Prince 
Sirki to save his loved ones, and 
offers himself to Death In exchange 
for the life of Orazia. Doctor 
Brady can always be depended 
upon to give a satisfactory inter- 
pretation of whatever role he 
carries. 

Bess Wllklrson. as the glamorous 
Alda, lends interest and color to 
several scenes which can be rated 
among the high spots of the play. 
Mrs. Wllklrson has a beautifully 
trained voice and gives her lines 
their truest meaning. 

One of the best small parts in 
"Death Takes a Holiday," is strong- 
ly portrayed by Lieut. Howard Crls- 
well, a newcomer to the Guignol 
stage. As a member of the Foreign 
Legion who has faced Death many 
times, he affords the audience 
many chuckles through the irony 
of his conversations with Prince 
8irki. Lieutenant Crlswell's dom- 
inating personality grips the au- 
dience and it is hoped that this 
will not be his final appearance in 
Lexington's little theater. 

Woodson Knight. Ouignol veter- 
an, as Corrado, the fiance of Grazia 
and the son of Duke Lambert, does 
the nicest bit of acting he has ever 
done. He gives the role a feeling 
of sincerity, and speaks his lines 
with an ease born of experience.

Unusual Gifts 

Sent To Library 

Henry Clay Featured in En- 
Gravinjrs and Full Length 
Portrait 

The University librarian an- 
nounced today the receipt of a 
number of gifts, including a full 
length portrait of Henry Clay, don- 
ated by a group of the faculty and 
Lexington lawyers. The portrait of 
Clay Is by Hoffay and is the origin- 
al of one of the best known en- 
gravings of Clay. Also, a small 
marble statue of Henry Clay has 
been turned over to the library by 
the Mining department where it 
has been for many years. It has 
been placed in a niche in the main 
entrance of the library. 

Miss Katherine Pettlt, of "Pine 
Mountain School" fame, has pre- 
sented to the library three pieces 
of fabric which she brought back 
with her from a trip to South 
America. These textiles were woven 
by Pre-Inca Indians from vicuna 
wool and were found wrapped 
around mummies in the graves of 
the sand burial custom in the dry 
nitrate regions of Chile and Boliv- 
ia. The color and the weaves of 
these 500-year-old fabrics are of 
great beauty and distinction. 

Another portrait, that of Dr. 
Samuel Brown, has been placed in 
the library through the effort of 
the alumni and friends. Doctor 
Brown was the first head of the 
Medical school of Transylvania uni- 
versity and his portrait is done by 
William West.

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199 Miles On A Dance Floor 



Would You Hike That Distance? No, But Dancing To 
Good Music Is Different 



Although watting seems to be an 
awful task when one is not escort- 
ed and has no music to entertain 
one along the iroadt during the 
course of a social season at the 
University, it is estimated that some 
students watt 199 miles. But these 
students are escorted and have 
music to lighten their tread. 

Although the whole thing seems 
to be getting complicated, it really 
Is easy. For during a social season 
there are held approximately 63 
dances. A student attending all of 
these dances easily watts 199 miles 

This figure is based on the esti- 
mate, published in a popular maga- 
zine, that one person walks five 
miles at a four hour dance, If he 
dances most of J he timf Our 
present figure is based on a con- 
servative estimate of three miles 
to a dance, since our dances are 
not started until 9 o'clock and do 
not get under way until 10 o'clock. 
This means that there are two 
hours of steady dancing for the 
co-eds. The eds do not get in 
this much dune mi: because of th°ir 
time-outs for smoking and strolling 
about the floor. 

On considering the distance as 
three miles to each dance, means 
that one person need take only 
7.870 steps with each stride two feet 
lone. That is farther than most 
steps, but not to under estimate 
the distance too far. it would need 



only 15.840 steps If the dancer took 
strides of one foot. 

The number of steps taken dur- 
ing a social season at the Univer- 
sity, seems to make absurd the 
idea that one would pay such an 
enormous sum as organizations 
assess each member for a dance. 
Nevertheless, student* attend with 
great enthusiasm and dance to the 
merriment of some of the biggest 
music-makers of the nation. 

At the University there are 17 
house dances which no guests, out- 
side of the dates of members of 
the fraternity may attend: 14 din- 
ner dances: seven tea dances, giv- 
en for a two-hour limit, and 25 
guest dances. The steps of one 
person attending with a total of all 
the ICxh'p dances, including the 
dinner dances, easily make 199 
miles. 

By itself, this distance does not 
seem long for a night's traveling. 
However, when the distance is com- 
pared with the width of the state 
of Kentucky, which is 180 miles in 
the widest place. It is found that 
dancers would have a few miles to 
look over the towns traveled 
through, when dancing across the 
commonwealth. 

Students are very fortunate that 
there are not many negro bands 
booked at the University. The 
fast music that they produce would 
probably increase the distance al- 
most one-third more

Brilliant Young Violinist 
Takes Place of Harry Farb- "Persona lil y

Samuel Thavlu brilliant young 
Chicago violinist, ably assisted at 
the piano by Miss Doris Wlttlch. 
presented the 19th program for this 
season on the University musicale 
sereles. at 4 p. m. Sunday, In Mem- 
orial hall. Mr. Thavlu gave a re- 
cital arranged to take the place of

Mr. Thavlu. who Is acclaimed by 
the press as the "wonder boy" vio- 
linist, has achieved remarkable suc- 
cess Born In Chicago In 1810. the 
son of A F Thavlu. a well-known 
band master, and coming from a 
musical family, his natural genius 
may be said to have been inherited. 
His training, which began at an 
early age under the guidance of his 
father, was continued under lead- 
ing violin instructors and it has 
been exclusively American. He held 
a Julllard Foundation scholarship 
for three years. 

In 1935 Mr. Thavlu made his de- 
but with the Cincinnati Symphony 
orchestra, when he won Instant 
recognition as a violinist fo remark- 
able ability. He obtained the prize 
in the 1927 Lyon and Healy compe- 
tition. Perhaps his most notable 
success was the winning of the Na- 
tional Federation of Musical clubs 
contest held In 1931, In San Fran- 
cisco. 

From the program so well ren- 
dered by Mr. Thavlu and his ac- 
companist, it is difficult to say that 
any number excelled. However, the 
Concerto In O Minor reached the 
height of the performance. The 
Adagio movement held the audience 
enthralled while the brilliance of 
the Allegro energico won prolonged

Danforth vs. Campbell. Monday. 
April 10. before the state court of 
appeals The question contested In 
the ease has never before been de- 
rided in the court of appeals, and 
these young lawyers are making 
their first appearance before this 
august body. 

The four men whe will present 
this case were selected In competi- 
tion with a group of several in Dr. 
Frank H. Randall's class In Prac- 
tice court All of those who com- 
peted for the honor volunteered. 
The members selected were J. D. 
Bond. Ashland: Kenneth Howe. 
Lexington; D. L. Thornton. Ver- 
sailles, and G. R. Burkes. Albur- 
querque, N. M. 

The latter two will appear for 
the defendant, an Ohio motorist, 
who Is questioning the validity of 
a statute passed by the general as- 
sembly of 1930 making It proper to 
bring actions for negligence against 
non-resident motorists within the 
state. Formerly, where an accident 
was caused by reason of a non- 
resident motorist's negligence, the 
suit had to be filed against him in 
the state in which he resided. 

Judge M. J. Cochran, in a recent 
decision handed down from the 
federal bench, held that the stat- 
ute was unconstitutional. However, 
this decision is not binding on the 
state court of appeals. Similar 
statutes have been passed In other 
states, and many of them have been 
upheld. For these reasons, the 
case presented by the students will
